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Rotarian thanks volunteer 

paramedics for saving his life 


A CREWKERNE Rotarian has been re¬ 
united with the St John Ambulance volun¬ 
teers who helped save his life after a a 
cardiac arrest. 

David Fradgley, from Chard, was at the West Som¬ 
erset Railway Association Steam Rally, near Taunton, 
in early August, when he was taken ill suddenly. 

Bystanders gave initial first aid while David’s friend 
fetched volunteers from the nearby St John Ambu¬ 
lance tent to give medical assistance. 

The 74-year-old said: “Without the St John Ambu¬ 
lance volunteers and their equipment, it would’ve 
been curtains for me. 

“I’m extremely grateful to them, because there’s no

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way I would’ve survived without their treatment and, 
even if I had, I might have been a bit gaga afterwards, 
which would have been dreadful.” 

St John Ambulance volunteer Stuart Winter recalled 
the incident: “It was the busiest point of the event and 
we already had a tent full of patients who we were 
treating, but as soon as we heard someone had col¬ 
lapsed, we knew we had an emergency on our hands.” 

At the scene, he found David in the recovery posi¬ 
tion, but unconscious and not breathing. Realising it 
was a cardiac arrest, Stuart and his fellow volunteers

gave CPR (cardio-pulmonary resuscitation) and used 
a portable defibrillator to shock David’s heart four 
times. 

After around ten minutes, an ambulance arrived and 
paramedics gave David a further two shocks using 
their equipment, before taking him to Musgrove Park 
Hospital. 

Stuart added: “It just goes to show how important 
it is to have highly trained first aiders with the right 
equipment at big events. 

“We were able to get to David quickly and, thanks 
to our defibrillator, help resuscitate him successfully. 

“It’s always nice to meet patients we’ve treated af¬ 
terwards - especially following an incident like this 
- and we’re all very glad to see that David is recov¬ 
ering well.” 

About 60,000 people have a cardiac arrest outside 
hospitals each year and where a defibrillator is used 
early, the survival rate increases by up to 50 per cent. 


Prior to his fateful visit to the Steam Rally, David 
was among Rotary Club of Crewkerne members 
working on a plan to buy public access defibrillators 
for the town. Now he is more determined than ever 
to help complete the fundraising drive. 

And he is looking forward to attending next year’s 
WSRA Steam Rally, because he can’t remember a 
thing about this year’s event. 

He said: “I’ve lost about six days’ worth of memo¬ 
ries - they’ve just vanished. But thanks to all the peo¬ 
ple who helped me, I’m looking forward to the days 
ahead more than ever.”

Feedback from the questionnaire will help the 
team working on the relocation project to arrange 
things to ensure the council and its customers get 
the best possible value from the move and from the 
transformation process that runs alongside it. Re¬ 
sults will be analysed in late November/December. 


From the editor’s chair 


Head’s unparalleled service 


THERE will be many parents in Axminster who 
will be sad to hear that Tony Harvill has stood 
down as headmaster of Axminster Primary 
School after 25 years of loyal service. 

His resignation, following a short period of ill¬ 
ness, comes at a much troubled period for the 
school, which now operate as an academy and 
as such does not come under the control of 
Devon County Council but is financed by cen¬ 
tral government. 

Mr Harvill’s service to the school is unlikely 
to be paralleled. For a quarter of a century he 
steered hundreds of children through their 
first educational experience to the big school 
and won great admiration for doing so with 
some good Ofsted reports along the way. 

Parents are fuming over what seemed to be a 
chaotic and distressing end-of-term before 
the summer break. SATs results have still not 
been announced and an external investigation 
is ongoing. 



In November last year Axminster Primary 
joined with schools in Uplyme, Chardstock and 
Marshwood to form The Acorn Multi Academy 
Trust with each maintaining its own “distinc¬ 
tive ethos”, a decision by the Governors. 

At the time the move was hailed as an “excit¬ 
ing opportunity bringing four schools into a 
highly effective, close-knit educational organ¬ 
isation bringing enjoyment and success for the 
pupils and satisfaction and professional devel¬ 
opment for all the staff”. 

That’s a great deal to live up to and there are 
many parents in Axminster who are question¬ 
ing the wisdom of opting out of local authority 
control.

Barn owl makes his 
debut at U3A meeting 


IT WAS a wise move by Chris 
Sperring to take along a five- 
week-old barn owl to make its 
first public appearance at the 
September meeting of Crewk¬ 
erne & District University of 
the Third Age(U3A). 

Beau, the 15-year-old barn 
owl that usually accompanies 
Chris on his talks around 
the South West, was unable 
to make the trip because she 
was undergoing a heavy 
moult. 

But that opened the door for 
the as yet unnamed young 
owlet to make his first public 
appearance at the U3A meet¬ 
ing on September 7th. 

Although the new kid on the 
block, he clearly had the wit to 
woo an audience of more than 
80 people at the Henhayes 
Centre who were delighted to 
see the youngster make his al¬ 
beit brief debut. 

Chris, a well known TV 
broadcaster, who is the Hawk 
and Owl Trust’s conservation 
officer for the South West, said 
that there are half-a-dozen 
species of owls in the UK, with 
the tawny owl the one that can 
be found in Crewkerne. 

The others are the short 
eared owl, long eared owl, little 
owl, barn owl and eagle owl. 

Generally, owls are in decline, 
victims of a loss of habitat and 
the severe winters of recent 
years. 


But he told U3A members 
how they could help reverse 
the trend. One answer is to 
provide boxes, although you 
cannot always guarantee that 
it will be an owl that makes its 
home there. 

Another way is to leave a 
small pile of logs in your gar¬ 
den. Voles could well make 
their home there, and since 
voles are a favourite staple of 
their dietary wishlist, owls will 


want to pay a visit. 

Chris spoke about the Som¬ 
erset Community Barn Owl 
project which has successfully 
achieved its target of providing 
335 boxes in the county, and 
the plans to build on this good 
work through the trust’s Com¬ 
munity Owls Project. 

A collection was taken at the 
end of the meeting to make a 
donation to the Hawk and Owl 
Trust.

Twelve bellringers from all over the country will be 
at the Church of St Peter & St Paul on Saturday, Octo¬ 
ber 17th to attempt to ring 21,216 changes of a method 
known as Cambridge Surprise Maximus. 

Trish Harper, fundraising committee member of St 
Peter & St Paul’s (with the Seavingtons and East Lam- 
brook), said: “If successful, the ringers will break a 
record set on Birmingham Cathedral’s bells nearly 50 
years ago. 

“The 12 highly experienced ringers are subject to 


rules laid down by the Central Council of Church Bell 
Ringers. 

“Everyone has to ring their bell for the whole time 
without a break. It is expected the record peal attempt 
will take approximately 14 hours, ending at approxi¬ 
mately 9pm. 

“The church will be open throughout the day for vis¬ 
itors to listen and watch the ringers via video link. 

“In order to contain the sound within the confines of 
the churchyard as much as possible, some additional 
sound control mechanisms will be installed in the 
tower.”
